The coasts of Florida liave b 


dotted here and lhe*e 
with shell1 


mounds built by the Indians in the 
earlier years. Many'theories are giv- 
en as to the uses ta which these shell 
mounds were put, "but these theories 
have no beaiiug upon the question 
in hand and /will be passed without 
further comment. Regardless of any 
consideration for the historical value 
of these mounds or for an apprecia- 
tion of the picturesque, certain busi- 
ness intemsts have from time to time 
removed the shell owing to its intrin- 
sic value for road building, until at 
the present time many of the largest 
mounds in the state have entirely dis- 
appeared.
